suitation with medical experts counsel 
for Thaw announced today that the de- 
fense would be that he was suffering 
from the mental disease known to ex- 
perts as ‘‘stuporous melancholia.” 

The symptoms are deciared by Dr. Al- 
lan McLane Hamilton to be the failure 


of the afflicted person to realize events 
transpiring In his life, leading up to a 
tragedy, but upon the culmination of a 
tragedy the mind is reawakened and 
there is the possibility of a cure. This 
plea was urged ‘in the case of Thomas 
Harrigan, a plumber who killed the tra- 
ducer of his sister some years ago, and 
he was acquitted. 

Tt is likely that the expert “witnesses 
who testified for Mr. Jerome at the first 
trial that Thaw was a paranoiac wil) 
be called early in the trial. If they re- 
peat their testimony it is possible that 
Mr. Jerome will at once call for the 
appointment of a commission upon 
Thaw's present mental condition and 
that the trial will be halted pending 
the decision.

Mrs. Ellis of 3029 Washington avenue 
says the Los Angeles Mrs. Ellis was her 
wife. She declares 
her husband told her he was divorced 
from Mrsf Laura Smith Ellis at or near 
La Harpe, Neb., in November and that 
he had given her $200 at that time. 

It has not been determined whether 
Ellis was slain or killed himself. The 
payment of $5000 insurance hinges on this 
point. 

If he committed suicide the policy is 
void. Mrs. Ellis says the insurance 
company has until June to pay the mon- 
ey and that she will then file suit if it 
does not pay. 

Owned California Property

Former St. Louts Policeman and Confeder- 
ate,Spy Who Killed Neighbor for Insult 
to Wife, Last of Type of Men, to Wrong 
Whom Was to lnvite Death. 





Capt. A. C. Grimes. formerly of St. 
Louis and once a Confederate spy, was 
acquitted in Troy, Mo., Friday night of 
the charge of murdering Joseph Hines. 
The killing was done Nov. 1, 1906. 
Grimes was manager of a clubhouse 
near Foley, Mo. Hines was a neighbor. 
Grimes was 72 years old then. His wife 
was 52 years younger than he. 

One day Mrs. Grimes’ and 
friends from St. Louis were out gath- 
ering nuts. They got upon the farm of 
Hines and he ordered them away, using 
insulting language and threatening to 
shoot them. 

Young Wife Tells Grimes. 

The girl-wife went home and told her 
aged husband. Grimes had been a fa- 
mous spy for the Confederate forces in 
the Civil War. He armed himself and 
waited for the man who had insulted 
his wife. *The first time he met Hines 
he asked hina’ to apologize and when 
Hines refused he shot him dead. Then 
he surrendered to tbe Sheriff. 


of murder in the second degree. The 
hearing lasted several days. The jury 
was out four hours before it returned a 
verdict of not guilty. 

| Last of Peculiar Type. 

The feuds and hatreds and dangers of 
the Civil War bred in Missouri a class 
of men of which Capt. Grimes is a type. 
They are nearly all gone now. Grimes 
is one of the last of them. 

They were men of violent prejudices 
and intense likes and dislikes and they 
feared nothing. To insult one of them 
was to invite death, certain and swift. 
“A man of this type never thought of 
forgiveness. He despised a man who 
would apologize. If one of them wronged 
a man, he expected to be killed for it, 
unless he killed the other man. And if 
a man wronged him he had to die. 

In war times Capt. Grimes had risked 
his life many times and had. suffered 
much for the sake of a principle. He 
had been imprisoned, lashed upon the 
bare back, bound to a stake through the 
hail storm of a winter night, and he had 
been spiked and rivited for weeks to his 
prison floor. He had been shot, he had 
been hacked with sabers, 

To such a man honesty, chivalry, 
steadfastness and loyalty to a friend 
was as much a part of his make-up as 
the very bones of his body. Capt. 
Grimes had proven his honesty through 
long years of iservice in the Police De- 
partment of St. Louis after the war. It 
is chronicled of him that he did more to 
run down and drag into the daylight of 
the courts the gamblers of St. Louis 
than any other man. 

When at the age of 72 he decided to 
marry the 20-year-old hireu girl whom 
he had seen grow up in his clubhouse 


his son and daughter threatened to 
never speak tc him again if he mar- 


riei Fe was not deterred. 

He did not even think of breaking h!s 
mromise to the girl. He lost thea love 
and respect of his children by marrying, 
but he had done what he thought was 
his duty. 

A year later, his girl wife came home 
one day and told him that Hines had 
insulted her. 

Nearly a month later two men rode 
past in a wagon and a womau on the 
place said to the old captain: 

“One of those men was Hines.” 

“T'll get him when he comes back,” 
said Grimes. 

Grimes had guests in his nome. When 
he saw Hines returning he called his 
guests. And when he ad. killed the 
man he put up iis pistel with the re- 
mark: 

“I made a good job of it.”’ 

In the report of the inquest was the 
following: : 

‘In the next room was the widow of 
the dead man and her little son, Roland, 
a year and a half old. “© .e child could 


de heard crying pitc ously. 


“Capt. Grimes, the slayer of the child's 
father, seemed indifferent to the cries of 
the child and to the sobs of = the 
widow.”

Unverified reports to this effect have 
been in circulation for a day two, 
but today official confirmation was re- 
ceived. Mulai Hafid, who some months 
ago Was proclaimed Sultan at Morocco 
Citv, was not present at Fez and his 
uncle, Malai Sarumini, was made Vice- 
Regent, pending nis arrival there. Abd 
El Aziz, the Sultan of record, was for- 
mally deposed. 

City Officials Behind Movement. 

The proclamations were issued at the 
principal mosque, and the Moorish 
formalities attending ceremonies 
were scrupulously observed. The Ule- 
mas, or body of Moslem doctors who in- 
terpret the Koran of the  Choffas 
tribes, and the city officials, were the 
principal leaders in the movement. 

The folowersa of Mulai Hafid made use 
of the decision of Abd El Aziz to co- 
operate with France and Srain in the 
execution of the terms of the Alge- 
ciras act and the installing of an in- 
ternational police force in the coast 
towns of Morocco to arouse the fanati- 
cism of the Southern Moors.

LOSS IS SIX MILLIONS 


\Firemen and Policemen Are 


Caught by Debris; Twenty- 
Two Badly Hurt.

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Firemen today 
searched the ruins of the thirteen-story 
Parker Building at Nineteenth street 
and Fourth avenue, Union Square, for 
the bodies of three comrades and an- 
other man, who lost their lives in the 
fire which last night destroyed the build. 
ing and caused a loss of $6,000,000. More 
than a score of firefighters and police- 
men were injured, some of them fatally. 
Twenty-two of them are in the _ hospi- 
tal. 

It was found today that a fourth man 
had been killed, when Robert Beyer, a 
printer, employed on the fifth floor, was 
reported missing. He had not been seen 
since the fire broke out. 

Subway Is Tied Up. 

Police were warned to keep crowds 
far away from the ruins today, as there 
was danger that the skeleton might 
collapse. This resulted in tying up the 
Fourth avenue surface and subway lines 
and it was not expected that any cars 
would go over the Eighteenth street 
crossing during the day. 

The Parker Building, built seven years 
ago at a cost of $300,000, and accounted 
fireproof, burned like tinder, the blaze 
in the upper stories gaining great head- 
way unchecked, as it was far beyond 
the reach of even the fire department's 
big water towers. 

Heroic rescues

Five men, employed by the Suffolk 
Engraving Co., at work on the top floor, 
were cut off from rescue and sought the 
roof, where they stood, outlined against 
the flames which had broken through 
the roof. From the roof of the seven- 
story Florence Hotel, adjoining, a line 
was shot from a mortar and with this 
the beleagured méen drew up a stout 
rope, which they fastened to a chimney, 
safely sliding down to the roof of the 
hotel. 

Three firemen were caught in the sixth 
story when a floor below them dropped 
and were forced upward to the seventh 
and then to the eighth story of the struc- 
ture. Watchers believed rescue was im- 
possible until several firemen, seizing 
scaling ladders, began to swing them- 
selves up the face of the tottering wall. 

Climbing to a window ledge the res- 
euers drew up the ladder and swung it 
to a higher ledge. 

Thrilling Rescue of Men. 

The men worked heroically 
their comrades were reached. Down the 
smoking wall they came slowly, almost 
painfully, until they were near enough 
to the ground to drop into their com- 
rades’ outstretched arms. So narrow 
was the escape, for rescuers @sS well as 
rescued, that the ladders themselves 
were burned where they hung when the 
firemen dropped from them. 

Three firemen, George 
Thomas Phillips and John Falion, who 
went up into the building, failed to re- 
turn, having disappeared in the mass of 
fallen concrete and twisted steel beams.

The heirs, with the 
exception of Maybelle McNamara, ob- 
ject to this feature of the will. Mrs 
McNamara, who was married since this 
suit was filed, is still at 3343 Harrison 
street, Kansas City.

Is Called a Daughter 

These dispatches say that Margaret 
Jane Roberts of Farmington is a daugh- 
ter of Col. Snell, her mother, Mary Ann 
McCoy, having been married Nov. 11, 
1853, at Dillon, in Tazewell County. Mar- 
garet Jane was born Aug. 12, 1855, and 
subsequently her mother and Col. Snell 
were divorced, according to the report. 
It is known here that Col. Snell for- 
merly lived at Pekin, in Tazewell Coun- 
tv, and that he never returned there, 
always expressing profound § aversion 
for the place. But he never spoke of 
a former marriage, and the son and 
his lawyers discredit the report that 
there was one. If there was it cannot 
affect this suit. 

John S. Snell, Maybelle’s grandfather, 
was a brother of Col..Snell, the de- 
ceased millionaire. Thomas H. Snell, 
her father, lived in Kansas City and she 
was born there. The family tree, which 
shows this relationship, traces the 
Snell family back to 1735. A letter from 
Thornton Snell to Maybelle, written 
April 29, 1902, from Duncombe, Io., where 
he was connected with a bank, shows 
his acknowledgment of their relation- 
ship.

Rare Operation on Miner Ex- 
pected to Restore Him 
to Strength. 


HE WAS NEAR DEATH 


Crushed Bones Are Extracted 
and Muscles Sewn Back 
in Place. 


Joseph Pittoria, a miner from Bush, 
1ll., will be walking about and doirg 
his regular work, minus a portion of 
his back-bone, if he recovers from an 
operation performed on him at the 
Evangelical Deaconess’ Hospital Friday 
morning. 

Twenty days ago Pittoria, who had 
recently come from Italy, was working 
in a mine at Bush, when a cave-in .oc- 
curred. He was burie@ under tens of 
rock and coal, which broke his back ‘n 
the lumbar region. The mass of rock 
fell on his head, doubling him up and 
erushing the transverse and _= spinus 
processes of the first, second and third 
vertebrae. 

The crushing of these bones immedi- 
ately affected the network of nerves 
which traneh off from the spinal cord 
at the point of injury. 

Half of Body Paralyzed. 

The motor tract of the spinal cord, or 
those nerves which control the locomo- 
tion of the lower limbs, were deadened 
so that he was paralyzed in the lower 
half of his body. The sensatory tract, 
or those nerves which governed the 
senses, were rendered acute, so that the 
man suffered intense agony constantly, 
making it necessary to keep him under 
the inflnence of opiates. So great was 
the agony that he would have suc- 
cumbed soon unless relieved by an oper- 
ation. 

According to information obtained at 
the hospital the operation took place 
Friday morning and the subject was on 
the operating table three hours. The 
operation was performed by Dr. J. F. 
Menestrina, assisted by Dr. H. O. John- 


}son, and was witnessed by Dr. Graves, 


as neurologist; Dr. H. L. Nietert, Dr. 
George W. Cale Jr. of the Frisco Hos- 
pital, and other surgeons. 


Injury Outlined by X-Ray. 

An X-ray photograph of the fractured 
vertebrae had been made by Dr. Russell 
D. Carman, which had been studied by 
Dr. Menestrina,.so that he knew abso- 
lutely the conditions he would find when 
he began to operate. . 

It was believed to be necessary to re- 
move the arches of the three vertebrae, 
take out the crushed bone and reach the 
spinal canal, through which the spinal 
cord runs to the brain, in order to re- 
move the mass of clotted blood and 
splintered bone which was pressing on 
the sensitory nerves and causing the 
man such intense agony. 

Hemorrhage Adds Danger. 

Another difficult factor in the opera- 
tion was the excessive hemorrhage due 
to the network of veins which sur- 
rounded the crushed vertebrae, and. the 
two arterfes which run up each side of 
the spine, the walls of which were torn 
crushed, filling the spinal cavity 
with blood and spicula of splintered 
bone. All during the operation Dr. 
Menestrina was working with his im 
struments under the flow of blood and 
entirely by the sense of touch. 

The skin was lifted back from the 
seat of the injury and then the heavy 
muscles that guard the spine were di- 
vided and lifted away, being held out 
of the way by retractors so that the 
operator could get at fractured bones. 

The periosteum, a cartilaginous or fi- 
brous substance which covers the bones, 
was chipped away andthe spinus proc- 
ess, or the bone which projects from 
the spine outward, was chiseled and 
broken away by forceps. 

After the spinus process had been re- 
moved the operator was able to get into 
the spinal canal through which the 
spiral cord runs to the brain. 

For the length of the three vertebra? 
the spinal cord was lifted from the 
canal with delicate instruments and the 
canal cleaned of fluid and spicula, or 
splinters of bone which were pressing 
against it. Then with forcep-like instru- 
ments the transverse processes were 
crushed and taken out until all the bony 
structure of the three vertebrae nearest 
the outside of the back had been re- 
moved, by a process of gouging, crush 
ing and chiseling, and all the while con- 
cealed fro mthe view of the operator 
by the blood. 

The body of the bony structure of the 
spine, that which lies back of or be- 
hind the canal, was left and forms the 
bed or support of the remaining por 
tions of the spine. 

Spinal Cord Protected. 

When the spinus and transverse ver- 

tebrae had been removed, the anterior 


and 


portion of the canal, a fibrous substance, . 


was cleaned and sewed as n protection 
to the spinal cord, and the heavy 
muscles brought over and joined as an 
artificial wall for the canal, 

Dr. Menestrina refused to discuss the 
operation other than to say that hie 
patient was doing as well as he nad 
expected, and he had strong hopes for 
his. recovery. He has performed three 
similar operations before, but the sub- 
jects collapsed from shock, Pittoria 
suffered little or no shock and rallicd 
well from the anesthetic, .

D. R. Francis Says Institution 
Is in Better Shape Than ~ 
He Thought. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 1L—The 
committee of stuckholders of the sug 
pended National Bank of Cemmerce 
here will recominend that the institution 
be roorgunized. 

The committee finished its work to- 
Gay and decided to invite W. B. Ridge- 
ly, Comptroller of the Currency, to come 
* Kansas City, Monday, and examine 
the report of the condition of the bank's 
assets. 

It was the intention to keep the report 
from the public until after Mr. Ridge- 
ly’s visit, but it became known among 
banking men Friday. Nothing can be 
done towird the reorganization until Mr. 
Ridgely approves the findings. 

The, members of the stockholders’ 
committee are David R. Francis and-J. 
W. Perry of St. Louis, W. H. Powoll 
of Sedalia and R. A. Long and J, J. 
Swofford of Kansas City. 

“The members cf the comm.-ttee ure 
unanimously in favor of recommending 
that the bank be reorganized,” said J. J. 
Swotford. ‘We have had hundreds of 
letters pledging support. Former Gov. 
Francis, chairman of the committeg 
Says there is little bad or slow paper In 
the bank, considering the fact that the 
institution had been doing cusiness for 
20 years. 

“It would be a great thing for the 
credit of Kansas City and the South- 
wes: if this bank resumes business 
within a few months after its suspen- 
sion with increased capital and the in- 
creased confidence of the public.” 


Clearing House Debt Paid. 

The Government, as represented in the 
receivers appointed for the bank, has 
been active in promoting the interest 
of all. The fact that within a month 
collections were made enabling the bank 
to cancel practically its four-million- 
dollar debt to the Clearing iJouse Asso- 
ciation has been a remarkable thing in 
itself. It has shown the public that 
the bank was on a sound and solvent 
basis when it falled. 

No other bank in the country put up 
the fight the Commerce did before its 
doors were closed. Half a million dol- 
lars a day was paid out for five weeks 
and practically nothing came in. 

Mr. Ridgely left Washington yester- 
day for Chicago. The committee will 
try t oreach him today. At a meeting 
of stockholders held in St. Louis Dee 
17, with 75 per cent of the stock repre- 
sented, the colimittee was appointed to 
go tO Kansas City .nd value the assets 
of the bank. 

George T. Cutts, receiver of the bank, 
worked with the committee at most of 
its sessions. Mr. Cutts has not com- 
pleted the report of the condition of the 
bank for the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, but a large amount of evidence 
is already in.

THE QUIET SHADES OF ACADEME. 

Unless peace is declared soon the students 
and faculty of Washington University will have 
provided our leading comic playwright with sub- 
stance for another college comedy. While con- 
tributions to the drama are germane to educa- 
tional effort, they should be merely incidental 
znd not the main end and aim. 

We trust that too harsh a construction will not 
be put upon our observation that in cases where 
men and boys fall out it is usually the men’s 
fault. This simply means that boys will be 
boys always and cannot be counted upon for re- 
sponsible behavior, which is the reason they are 
sent to college; but that professors, for their 
part, are supposed to be able to deal with irre- 
sponsibles—ihat is what they are there for. 

When a lisping infant, for example, calls the 
faculty ‘‘a bunch of asses” they ought not at 
opce to set about proving his case for him by dig- 
nifying his impudence into a casus belli. 

With deep sympathy for both sides, we beg to 
remark that baby impertinence is net lese ma- 
jeste even when it assails an Emperor, nor in 
this country ought it be treated as banishable 
treason, specially when the constitutional prin- 
ciple of freedom of the press is involved. On the 
other hand there are ways in which strong and 
tactful schoolmasters might make the offender 
heartily repentant. 

Boys will be boys, and an unfortunate propor- 
tion do not sufficiently care whether school 
keeps or not. They are in the great majority 
and the teacher’s best opportunity lies in making 
them. care—in governing them through interest. 
It is these who most require the discipline 
which is the real value of college training and 
depends in large part upon the daily relations 
end dealings with strong men above them. While 


- on one hand these are the youngsters who present 


the only difficult problem of teaching, on the 
other they represent the material to which edu- 
cation owes its best results. 

In addition to a strong hand, what seem to be 
most needed to solve the difficulty at Washington 
University are humor, kindliness and a modicum 
of mutual understanding. 
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WHAT IS A DECENT DEMOCRAT? 
Some time ago the highly esteemed New York 
World asked the question: “What is a Demo- 
crat?” and though it finally gave a lucid answer 
itself, it failed to secure much light on the subject 
from any other source.

In 
fact, the task must be even greater, for, without 
agreed standards, comparisons are impossible. 

In the case of the Jefferson Club, it unhappily 
appears that a decent Democrat is one who wears 
thé collar of the old guard. Politically he may 
not know the difference between Democratic doc- 
trine and Confucianism; morally he may be of 
the worst, and socially he may be impossible, but 
if he adheres to the old ring and shouts and 
works for it he is at least “decent.” | 

A great many fairly respectable Democrats in 
St. Louis will hardly accept this definition, as the 
Jefferson Club managers are likely to find out 
presently.

MISSOURI IN THE DENVER CONVENTION. 

Exception may as well be taken at once to the 
assumption of some Democrats in this State 
that Missouri is irrevocably committed to the 
third nomination of Mr. Bryan. 

One State convention cannot bind another. The 
resolution adopted in 1906 is of no more force 50 
far as the convention of 1908 is concerned than 
the proclamations of Julius Caesar. It had no 
force even in the convention that passed it, for 
that body had no authority to speak on the sub- 
ject. 

It is possible, perhaps probable, that the con- 
vention this year will indorse Mr. Bryan's candi- 
dacy, but in that event it should do s0 with a 
realization of its responsibility and with a full 
appreciation of «he fact that it is free to act as 
i. pleaces. A nomination secured merely as the 
result of a delusion or a bad nabit would not be 
worth much, even to Mr. Bryan. 

A phase of Democratic politics which cannot 
fail to grieve the judicious friends of that party 
is to be found ‘n the evidence that it seems to 
have lost the power of initiative. If parties are 
to sueceed, they must, like men, have originality 
and force. They cannot drift. They must select 
tneir Jeaders. They must not be passively picked 
up by any self-appointed leader whe feels that he 
may need them in his business. 

If the gentleman from Nebraska were the ablest 
and best man that ever lived, and if, instead of 
appealing to a discordant party, he were favora- 
biy regarded by every Democrat in the land, his 
two impressive defeats would seem to suggest 
to sagacious politicians the advisability of finding 
another candidate. ‘ 

A fundamental of continuous performaices on 
the stage is the frequent change of entertainers. 
No audience normally minded would tolerate a 
single artist interminably, no matter how dis- 
tinguished his ability or how smusing his spe- 
cialty. A bored world, a weary world, a world 
th + js intent on getting some~nere and accom- 
tlishing something, cries evermore for change. 

In. its present frame of mind the Democratic 
party is the only organization extant which is in- 
clined at-.nd still. Stagnation has claimed it 
for its own. Few of its great leaders survive. Its 
lessor men are without suggestion or hope.

Bryan and de- 
feat, look upon Bryan and defeat as a birthrighi’ 
cr an infliction; it matters little whether the one 
or the other. 

Mr. Bryan himself has not risen to the occa- 
sion which these conditions present. Most of our 
great political chieftains have had successors of 
their own selection, but in this case the party 
sovereign brooks no pretender, either friend or 
foe, near the throne. He is Caesar or nothing. 
If he cannot lead in person he has only a languid 
interest in the proceedings. 

All these are symptoms not of life and health, 
but of disease and death. Because many people 
do not believe that the appearance of things is 
correct in all respects, it is suggested here and 
there that .the claims of other Democrats be at 
least considered in State conventions and at 
Denver. Gov. Johnson of Minnesota is worthy 
of attention, and so is Gov. Folk of Missouri. 
They are Democrats, and they have not yet tasted 
defeat. 

Experience has shown that Mr. Bryan has only 
one candidate. If the choice be left to him there 
need be no doubt as to the nominee or as to 
the result at the polls. If the Democratic party 
itself shall conc!ude to exercise its own dormant 
intellectuals and to assert its own independence of 
judgment and action, there is a possibility that 
oresidential honors will not be reserved forever 
for one man, even though an admirable one’in 
many respects.

FREE AT LAST. 


From the New York Telegram. 
NE of the most successful of work- 
ing girls’ homes, or clubs, as this 
some say 


one is called, in this city, and 
in the country, is Chelsea 
House, at 434 West Twentieth street, 
started by the Rev. Dr. Paddock of St. 
Peter’s Church. For nearly three years 
it has demonstrated that a real home 
can be maintained for girls who are 
earning their own living in New York, 
getting small salaries and prove a suc- 
cess. Chelsea House has done this and 
affords a delightful home at from $3.50 
to $6 a week, for 50 girls, and more than 
that, it pays four per cent on the in- 
vestment. Its cardinal principle is free- 
dom. Each girl has her own latchkey 
and comes in at whatever hour suits her 
convenience. 

According to Mrs. M. M. Clothier, the 
matron. In charge, this privilege, over 
which there is most contention, is one of 
the means of maintaining contentment 
among her flock. 


‘There are no rules here that apply to 
other than well-regulated homes,” said 
she today, in speaking on the subject. 
“But we have always allowed the girls 
to have keys and come in when it suits 
them. Of course, if I found that a girl 
was staying out unti] 2 o’clock two or 
three times a week, I would take her’ 
aside and talk with her. I have found 
during the time that I have been here 
that the girls are all amenable to 
reason. 

“To my knowledge there has never 
been any reason to belfeve that the en- 
joyment of this privilege, the freedom 
from restrictions in reference to getting 
in at night, has ever been abused. I 
rely on the good judgment of the girls 
and they in turn respect the unwritten 
laws.”’ 

Another new home for working girls 
which breathes this new independence of 
spirit is the Emméline Yorke-Tyndale 
Working Girls’ Hotel, opened last week 
at 68 East 102d street. Here much the 
same idea of tndependence prevails. In 
speaking of the hotel and how far rules 
and regulations will carry, Mrs. Tyn- 
dale, wife of the Rev. H. M. Tyndale 
of the People’s Tabernacle, who liter- 
ally built the hotel with his own hands, 
said: 

“Tt is our aim here to permit as much 
freedom as is possible and consistent 
with good sense, good judgment and 
good breeding. The girls will be priv- 
ileg@d to carry latechkKeys, of course, 
though we would not feel it well to 
sanction very late hours unless there is 
some #pecial reason for It.”

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MOTHERS, BE DAUGHTERS’ CONFIDANTE. 
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Don't Freese Up the Stream of Revelation by Lack of 
Sympathy.

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F mothers only knew how much it means to have the confidence of their 
daughters they would do much to secure it. 
The mother who has grown too old to be a companion to her daughter 
willfully thrusts that daughter from her and into the gravest of dangers. 
>. Who should be so capable of advising and sympathizing with a young girl 
just venturing a little way in the pathway of love as the mother who has trav- 
ersed the road to its end? 

Every mother has in it her power to fasten herself so firmly in the 
strings of her daughter that she feels the first throb of that organ as it Jumps 
for joy at the dawn of love. Then is her chance to guide and direct. 

If you would keep your children, both boys and girls, with you in heart, be 
companions to them instead of dragons who, from their point of view, were 
created only to thwart every desire and every hope of their childhood. 

Get down to their level and get off your stilts of superior knowledge. Don't 
forget so soon that you were once young yourselves. Listen to all their childish 
joys and griefs, sympathizing and adroitly leading them to see things aright. 

A child’s griefs are just as great to it as are yours, for they are the very 
worst that have come to it and are superlative. Don't crush the heart and drive 
the child away from you by laughing at its little confidences. 

Encourage their evidence of faith in you and never scold a child for what it 
voluntarily comes to you and confides. 

If you are thus wise, as your daughter grows up she wil! come to you with 
her first love confidences and not be ashamed to tell you all about the affair. 

How often is heard the remark among girls, “Oh, I wouldn't tell my mother 
for anything In the world!’ Why? Simply because the mother would probably 
scold for all she was.worth because the girl dia not know how on the spur of 

the moment to act when conditions arose about which she knew nothing. 

I leave it to you, mothers, if you ‘would not, almost every one of you, scold 
your young daughter if she came to You and told you that one of her boy com- 
panions had kissed her and that she was so embarrassed she did not know how 


to repulse him. 

The minute you freeze up the stream of confidence which should flow unin- 
terruptedly from her heart to you, you have placed her in danger. 

I venture to say that could the lives of most of our unfortunate sisters be 
traced and the source of their sinning be located, it would be in the starvation 
caused by lack of help kecause they dared not tell of the first temptations. 

Don’t think for a minute that your girl, no matter how closely sheltered she 
is at home, is not going to be subjected to temptation.

PSYCHOLOGY OF SELLING GOODS. WONDERFUL GOWNS IN FRENCH PLAYS. 


Moody's Recently Published Book “Men Who 
Sell Things.” 


OLLEGE education can hardly be estimated as coming under any fixed 
C cost, for each individual case varies, not only.as depending upon the gir! 
herself, but even more upon the standards to which she has been accus- 
tomed at home. One of the Wellesley alumna, however, has recently gathered 
statistics regarding the expenditures of the average student, which show some 
interesting facts as well as college tendencies, says the New York Tribune. 
For the purpose of investigation the items of expenditure were grouped un- 
der tuition, board and lodging, clothes, traveling expense, extra food, laundry, 
boeks and stationery, flowers, dues, charity and incidentals. The very lowest 
average expense account given is $440 for the year. From this, in a series of 
averaged cases, the amount runs to $1700. It is estimated that 10 per cent of the 
Wellesley students live on less than $600 a year; that about 80 per cent spend $900, 
and that another 10 per cent average $1200. Only a-fraction of 1 per cent spend 
over $2000 yearly—scarcely 10 girls in the entire college. The conctusion drawn is 
that between $900 and $1000 a year is the average sum required for college ex- 
penditures, and, indeed, that four-fifths of this amount is adequate if railway 
fares are not too high and if expenses can be regulated by college and not by 


home standards. 
As to the students’ methods of dealing with money, the lack of any adequate 

idea of the value of money and the real cost of things is noticed all too often. 
But this lack can be attributed to the parents of the girls and not to the girls 
themselves. Such remarks as *‘Mother does not want me to give any thought to 
what my clothes cost’’ and ‘‘Father will not put me on an allowance for fear I 
shall be worried by trying to live within it,’’ are heard too often when girls 
are questioned about their expenses. The tendency of too many American 'men 
to keep the women in their family rather at sea in regard to money matters 
comes out in their dealings with their daughters who are in colloge. All the 
girls are not wise or careful, by any means, in the way they spend their mon- 
ey, and not always considerate in their demands upon the home purse; but for 
— this the college is not to blame. It is the fault of her home training, not of her 
college education, if a girl does not know what money is worth; and in general 

_ ghe learns to know more about it than her sister who does not go to college. 
The money invested in the college girl’s education—so says the investigator—is in 
__. general more beneficial to society and tothe next generation, and gives more real 
happiness and power for service in the world, than the like amount spent upon 
her sister at home, even when the college girl will not have her own living 
to make nor use her education as direct training for that end.

The famous Tumblety will contest case 
was concluded Saturday when Attorney 
Thomas D. Cannon of St. Louis fileu 
with the Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City a stipulation signed by the attor- 
neys on both sides signifying their will- 
ingness that the judgment of the St. 
Louis court sustaining the will of Dr. 
Francis Tumblety shall be permitted 
to stand as the record. The appeal now 
pending before the Supreme Court will 
be withdrawn. 

Dr. Tumblety was not known to be 
rich until his will was found after his 
death at St. John’s Hospital in May, 
1903. He introduced himself there <8 
“Mr. Townsend.” His estate is valued 
at $140,000. 

The relatives who attempted to break 
the will were 12 relatives, most of whom 
lived in Rochester, N. Y. 

The bequests named in the will and 
which will now be paid are: Cardinal 
Gibbons, $10,000; Archbishop Ireland, $10,- 
000; Mark Blackburn, $4500; Jane Hayes’ 
estate, $9400; Mary FitzSimons, $9000; 
Margaret Brady, $9000; Annie Barrett, 
$4500, and Jane Moore, 34500. 

According to the _ stipulation § the 
amount remaining after the legacies are 
paid will be divided among the claim- 
ants. 

Attorney Cannon represented Cardinal 
Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland. They 
will receive the full amount of their be- 
quests.

Col. Wells H. Blodgett, general so- 
licitor of the Wabash Railroad Co., sald 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
that Missouri! railroads, contrary to an 
opinion expressed by Attorney-General 
Hadley, bad not abaadoned their inten- 
tion to contest the 2-cent passenger rate 
law passed by tne Legislature a year 
ago. 

Addressing the St. Louis Rallway Club 
meeting Friday night, Mr. Hadley de- 
clared that he was satisfied that the 
railroads would not be able to show a 
loss of passenger -evenue as a result 
of the operation of the reduced rate 
law. 

Reads Are Investigating. 


Hadley,’ said Col. Blodgett. ‘The rafl- 
roads are making a careful investiga- 
tion to determine the results of the 
2-cent fare law. When our figures have 
been compiled we shall decide when the 


courts.

“All this demonstrates that the raii- 
roads have been wrong in their theory 
of placing the largest charge on the 
man least able to pay it and giving the 
light charge to the man most able to 
bear the heavy rate. Let me illustrate. 
I could travel from here to New York 
in beautiful cars, far heavier and caus- 
ing more wear on the ralls than_ the day 
coaches, and requiring far more coal 
to draw them, and I could eat the best 
of viands in a dining car and I could 
travel at the rate of 2 cents a mile. 
But let me take a 60-mile ride within 


anc I had to pay 3 cents. When such 
inconsistencies and charges are offered 
you may expect some pretudice from 
the people against the rattroads.”’

Delegate Frank Hussey looms as the 
chief obstacle in the way of a bill au- 
thorizing a commission to investigate 
public utilities in St. Louis and recon:- 
mend legislation that will bring about 


a reduction of excessive charges for gas, 
electricity, transportation and like serv- 
ices. 

Rushing into the presence of the joint 
committee, which met Friday afternoou 
*to frame an acceptable composite of the 
several such bills now pending in the 
Municipal Assembly, he called the plans 
of his co-workers ‘“‘the most ridiculous 
proposition he had ever heard,’ and 
charged that they were trying to ‘‘hand 
him something.’’ 

Hussey’s opposition so angered Cheir- 
man Crunden and Councilman Cramer 
that they were about to disband. Chair. 
man Crunden declared that he would 
call no more meetings, but later was 
mollified and announced that the com- 
mittee would assemble again Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Comes tn Like Cyclone. 

The meeting was going along smootna- 
ly until Hussey arrived. He entered tl:e 
room like a half-grown cyclone, said 
“Howdy, gents,”’ and requested informa- 
tion as to what had been done. 

Chairman Crunden said that the com- 
mittee had agreed that an effective bill 
would be one giving the Mayor author. 
{ty to appoint a commission of five cir!- 
gens, who, after being confirmed by the 
Council, should serve withoyt salary for 
a year. The bill carried an appropris- 
tion of $16,000 for expenses, including the 
salary of an expert to guide the com- 
mission's investigations, and that semi- 
annual reports would be required, he 
was told. 

Raises Tempest of Protest. 

. Hussey at once raised a tempest of 
protest, 
Delegates would be ignored in such a 
bill. He said he would insist on a mea- 
sure that gave the appointment of four 
members of the commission to the As- 
sembly, and one to the Mayor. 

“The Mayor would get his men from 
the St. Louis Club,"”” said Hussey. ‘‘He 
would look around and find a relative 
or somebody else’s brothers or cousins.

The attempt to rob the Meyers ice- 
box was the third within a week. Af- 
ter the setond Fobbery Meyer ‘devised 
& burglar alarm, whieh consisted of a 
rope fastened to the handle of the ice- 
box, running over the top into the bar. 
At the end of the rope a large cowbell 
wag attached.. The box stood under a 
Stairway outside the rear door of the 
saloon. 


Cowbell Alarm Successful. 


At 7:45 o’clock Friday night while the 
Meyer family was at dinner in a room 
adjoining the saloon, the cowbell jan- 
gled. The members of the family and 
the bartender recognized the signal 
and at once guarded the entrances and 
exits. They then closed in on the ice- 
box and found Kelly crouching beside 
it. The man made no resistance and 
was taken into the saloon, while Meyer's 
16-year-old son, Rudolph, was sent for 
an officer, an attempt to reach the 
Central police by telephgne being an- 
swered by @ ‘‘busy”’ signal. 

While they waited for the arrival of 
the police, Kelly asked if he might write 
a note to his wife, Nora, who, he said, 
lived at 1416 Cass avenue, with their two 
children. He wrote the note on one of 
Meyer's business carda and was about to 
dispatch it when three men burst into 
the saloon and surrounded Kelly. 

“This is mY brother,” said one 
them,’’ and you're not going to 
him arrested.”’ 

All Make Their Escape. 


In the excitement which followed the 
men got Kelly out of the saloon and 
the quartet escaped. Joseph Botha, who 
wes iu the saloon, had a finger of his 
right hand sprained in attempting to 
hold one of Kelly’s rescuers. 

Il’rom the door of the saldon 
Meyer noticed the rescue party ap- 
proaching. She believed they were 
friends of Kelly and tried to keep them 
eut by holding the door. The men over- 
powered her. 

When the arrests were made Saturday 
morning, Mrs. Meyer identified Dunn as 
one of the rescuers. She Kad taken a 
close look at the man, she said, and 
remembered him by a wen on the left 
side of his neck. Meyer, Mrs. Meyer 
and Wahl identified Kelly as the man 
caught rebbing the icebox. 

Gives Correct Address. 

When taken into the Meyer saloon 
Kelly gave his correct neme and ad- 
dress. After a search of the neiehbor- 
hood T’riday night. officers, detailed 
the address, watched tbe house 
night. 

At 8:30 o'clock Thomas (Cox was 
found by the police in Cass avenue 
and was later identified as one of the 
men who aided Kelly to escape. 

When Meyer called the police over 
the telephone the operator told him 
that the line Was busy. He asked her 
to notify him as soon as the office 
could be reached. Twenty minutes 
later the operator called Meyer, he 
se ys. 

Meyer told Night Chief sillaspy 
over the telephone that there had 
been a thief in his place, but that he 
could not reach the central office. 

“Do you know the man’ asked 
Chief Gillaspy. 

“Yes, he belongs to a gang that- 
hangs around here. He was rescued 
by some of his pals, but I know them 
all,” replied Meyer. 

“Do you think it necessary to send 
officers immediately?” asked Gillaspy. 

Meyer answered that it would be a 
good idea. The books of the North 
Market Street Station show that or- 
ders were sent there at once by Chief 
Gillaspy and that Officer Boone, the 
first to report to the station, was sent 
at once to Meyer's saloon.

Senate Committee Will Learn 
Revised Figures on Excava- 
tion Estimate. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—When the 
Senate Committee on  Interoceanic 
Canals meets next Thursday, in re- 
sponse to a call from Chairman Kitt- 
ridge, it will be made acquainted with 


some interesting and disturbing infor- 
mation in regard tc the cost of com- 
Pleting the great Panama waterway. 

Figures to be presented by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Goethals, the chairman 
of the Canal Commission, will show 
that the original estimate of the cost 
of completing the canal was far be- 
low what it should have been. 

The new estimate will increase the 
cost of completion by from $70,000,000 
to $110.000,000, making the total cost 
of the work between $210,000,000 and 
$250,000,000, instead of so go less 
than §$140,000,000. Secret Taft and 
J. C. §. Blackburn, a asaan ber of the 
Canal Commission, will appear before 
the cummittee with 
onel Goethals, 


Lieutenant-Col- 
Minority Estimate Too Low. 

The minority of the Board of Con- 

sulting Engineers, whose recom- 
mendations for carrying out the ca- 
nal scheme were adopted by Congress 
to the exclusion of the majority rec- 
ommendation, estimated that the ca- 
nal would cost $139,705,200. The in- 
creased cost will arise from an al- 
leged underestimate of the amount of 
excavation to be done, and the failure 
of the minority of the Board of Con* 
sulting Engineers to include in its 
estimate the cost of maintaining the 
government of the canal zone, the 
cost of waterworks and paving, the 
cost of sewers for Panama and Coion, 
and the cost of equipping and relocat- 
ing the Panama Railroad. 
There will be some money needed 
also far enlarging the locks of the 
canal. The original estimate of $139,- 
000,000 did not include any ofthe nec- 
essary work outside of the actual 
construction of the canal.

Delegate Frank Hussey !ooms as the 
chief obstacle in the way of a bill au- 
thorizing a commission to investigate 
public utilities in St. Louls and recon:- 
mend legislation that will bring about 


a reduction of excessive charges for gas, 
electricity, transportation and like serv- 
ices. 

Rushing into the presence of the joint 
committee, which met Friday afternoou 
to frame an acceptable composite of the 
several such bilis now pending in the 
Municipal Assembly, he called the plans 
of his co-workers ‘‘the most ridiculous 
proposition he had ever heard,” and 
charged that they were trying to “hand 
him something.” 

' Hussey’s opposition so angered Chuir- 
man Crunden and Councilman Cramer 
that they were about to disband. Chair. 
man Crunden declared that he would 
call no more meetings, but later was 
mollified and announced that the com- 
mittee would assemble again Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Comes tn Like Cyclone. 

The meeting wae going along smootna- 
ly until Hussey arrived. He entered the 
room like a half-grown cyclone, said 
“Howdy, gents,”’ and requested informa- 
tion as to what had been done. 

Chairman Crunden said tliat the com- 
mittee had agreed that an effective bill 
would be one giving the Mayor author- 
ity to appoint a commission of five cis!- 
zens, who, after being confirmed by the 
Council, should serve withoyt salary for 
a year. The bill carried an appropris- 
tion of $16,000 for expenses, including the 
salary of an expert to guide the com- 
mission's investigations, and that semi- 
annual reports would be required, he 
was told. 

Raises Tempest of Protest. 
.Hussey at once ralsed a tempest of 
protest, declaring that the House of 
Delegates would be ignored in such a 
bill. He said he would insist on @ mea- 
sure that gave the appointment of four 
members of the commission to the As- 
sembly, and one to the Mayor.

Senate Committee on  Interoceanic 





Canals meets next Thursday, in re- 
sponse to a call from Chairman Kitt- 
ridge, it. will be made acquainted with 


some interesting and disturbing infor- 
mation in regard tc the cost of com- 
Pleting the great Panama waterway. 
Figures to be presented by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Goethals, the chairman 
of the Canal’ Commission, will show 
that the original estimate of the cost 
of completing the canal was far be- 
low what it should have been. 

The new estimate will increase the 
cost of completion by from $70,000,000 
to $110,000,000, making the total cost 
of the work between $210,000,000 and 
$250,000,000, instead of something less 
than $140,000,000. Secretary Taft and 
J. C. §. Blackburn, a member of the 
Canal Commission, will appear before 
the committee with Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Goethals. 

Minority Estimate Too Low. 

The minority of the Board of Con- 
sulting Engineers, whose recom- 
mendations for carrying out the ca- 
nal scheme were adopted by Congress 
to the exclusion of the majority rec- 
ommendation, estimated that the ca- 
nal would cost $139,705,200. The in- 
creased cost will arise from an al- 
leged underestimate of the amount of 
excavation to be done, and the failure 
of the minority of the Board of Con- 
sulting Engineers to include in its 
estimate the cost of maintaining the 
government of the canal zone, the 
cost of waterworks and paving, the 
cost of sewers for Panama and Coion, 


ing the Panama Railroad. 

There will be some money needed 
also far enlarging the locks of the 
canal. The original estimate of $139,- 
000,000 did not include any ofthe nec- 
essary work outside of the actual 
construction of the canal.
